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EXHIBITION  AT  SHEFFIELD  OF  SAMPLES  OF 
GERMAN  AND  AUSTRIAN  GOODS  FROM  ABROAD. 

The  Exhibition  of  samples  of  German  and  Austrian  goods,  which 
was  on  view  last  year  in  several  industrial  and  commercial  centres  in 
the  United  Kingdom  and  has  since  had  important  additions  made  to 
it,  was  held  in  the  Banqueting  Chamber  of  the  Cutlers’  Company, 
Sheffield,  from  7th  to  13th  Aptil.  The  Board  of  Trade  are  indebted  to 
the  Sheffield  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  their  valuable  co-operation  in 
the  organisation  of  the  Exhibition,  and  much  appreciated  the  excellent 
premises  which  were  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  by 
the  Master  Cutler  for  the  purpose  of  the  Exhibition. 

The  main  items  of  interest  to  the  manufacturers  of  Sheffield  were, 
of  course,  tools  and  cutlery,  a  large  number  of  specimens  of  which 
were  exhibited.  The  whole  collection  of  samples  covered  practically 
every  trade  and  the  number  of  separate  samples  reached  7,000, 
exclusive  of  complete  sets  ot  laces,  blankets  and  other  textiles. 

During  the  six  days  the  Exhibition  was  attended  by  1,206  visitors, 
amongst  whom  were  a  large  number  of  individual  workmen,  fore¬ 
men  and  managers  of  works.  A  number  of  firms  made  special 
arrangements  for  parties  of  workmen  to  visit  the  Exhibition,  and  in 
some  cases  gave  them  leave  during  working  hours  for  this  purpose. 
The  workmen  showed  a  remarkably  intelligent  and  critical  interest  in 
the  samples,  many  of  them  making  copious  notes  on  the  quality, 
prices  and  measurements  of  the  goods,  and  in  some  cases  taking  full 
scale  drawings  of  items  of  special  interest. 

Both  masters  and  workmen  are  very  proud  of  the  high  standard 
of  craftsmanship  associated  with  the  name  of  Sheffield  throughout  the 
world,  and  one  of  the  difficulties  which  has  bad  to  be  faced  in  the 
past  by  manufacturers  in  competing  with  some  German  products 
has  Ijeen  the  fact  that  workmen  have  refused  to  work  on  low- 
grade  material,  and,  indeed,  have  refused  to  believe  that  goods  of 
the  quality  and  price  shown,  have  been  made  at  all.  In  this  respect 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  educative  value  of  the  Exhibition 
has  been  considerable. 

It  must  not  be  supposed,  however,  that  the  w'hole  of  the  samples 
shown  were  below  the  grade  of  articles  made  in  Sheffield,  and  there 
is  evidence  that  a  number  of  lines  shown,  both  medium  and  low 
geods,  are  being  made,  or  will  be  made  in  more  normal  times,  at 
competitive  prices,  in  the  district.  A  number  of  firms  intimated  to 
the  officials  at  the  Exhibition  that  they  had  commenced  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  goods  previously  exported  from  Germany  and  Austria,  or  had 
made  provision  for  an  increased  output  of  goods  which  were  already 
competing  with  German  and  Austrian  go^s.  Firms  furnishing  to 
the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  full  particulars  of  the  goods 
they  are  prepared  to  supply,  will  be  placed  in  touch  with  exporters 
who  are  desirous  of  purchasing  these  goods,  or  wdll  be  advised  as  to 
likely  markets  and  informed  as  to  the  principal  importers  of  such, 
goods  in  those  markets. 
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Among  the  goods  being  made  in  the  Sheffield  district  to  replace 
enemy  products  may  be  mentioned  cheap  matchets,  mother-of-pearl 
and  celluloid  buttons,  cigarette  holders,  &c.,  cheap  saws,  lead  seal 
pliers,  gramophone  needles,  tool  sets,  &c. 

Many  enquiries  were  received  as  to  new  markets  and  as  to  names' 
of  likely  importers  in  those  markets,  and  these  were  dealt  with  during 
the  week.  In  a  number  of  cases  firms  appeared  to  be  unaware  of  the 
facilities  afforded  them  by  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch,  and 
surpiise  and  appreciation  were  expressed  at  the  varied  nature  of  the 
activities  of  the  Branch  in  promoting  British  trade  abroad. 

FORTHCOMING  EXHIBITION  AT  DUBLIN  OF 
SAMPLES  OF  GERMAN  AND  AUSTRIAN  GOODS 
FROM  ABROAD. 

The  collection  of  samples  of  German  and  Austrian  goods,  made  by 
the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  which  was 
exhibited  last  year  at  Leicester,  Nottingham,  Leeds  and  Glasgow,  has 
been  increased  by  the  addition  of  a  number  of  samples  which  have 
recently  been  obtained.  It  has  just  been  exhibited  at  Sheffield  and 
is  now  about  to  be  exhibited  at  Dublin. 

The  Exhibition  will  be  held  in  the  Industrial  Annexe  of  the 
National  Museum,  Kildare  Street,  from  Ist  to  6th  May,  both  days 
inclusive,  and  w'ill  be  open  from  10  a  m.  until  5  p.m. 

Invitations  to  the  Exhibition  will  be  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Trade,  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland,  and  manufacturers  and  ex¬ 
port  merchants  who  do  not  receive  invitations  by  1st  May  should 
make  application  to  that  Department. 

Further  announcements  as  to  the  exhibition  of  the  samples  in 
Liverpool,  Birmingham,  and  Manchester  will  be  made  as  soon  as 
arrangements  are  completed.

EXHIBITION  OF  GERMAN  CATALOGUES 
IN  LONDON. 

In  order  that  British  manufacturers  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
familiarising  themselves  with  German  methods  of  publicity,  the 
Board  of  Trade  have  collected  over  3,000  specimen  catalogues  of 
German  origin,  and  these  may  be  inspected  at  the  Foreign  Samples 
Section  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch,  32,  Cheapside,  London, 
E.C. 

The  collection,  which  is  illustrative  of  a  great  variety  of  industries, 
includes  887  catalogues  of  machinery.  Recent  additions  have  brought 
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the  number  of  toy  catalogues  up  to  271,  including  the  pro¬ 
ductions  of  most  of  the  well-known  Nuremberg  toy  manufacturers, 
and  in  view  of  the  progress  made  by  British  toy  manufacturers  these 
catalogues  should  prove  of  particular  interest  to  firms  engaged  in  the 
indu8tr)\  There  are  also  177  catalogues  of  fancy  goods  and  71  of 
glassware. 

One  feature  of  the  catalogues  which  is  of  especial  interest  to  British 
manufacturers  who  are  themselves  publishing  catal<  g««e9  with  a  view 
to  increasing  their  export  trade,  is  the  number  of  toreign  languages 
in  which  the  German  catalogues  are  printed.  The  B^rd  of  Trade 
collection  includes  catalogues  printed  in  English,  French,  Spanish, 
I’ortuguese,  Roumanian,  Russian,  Finnish,  Polish,  Italian,  Dutch, 
Hungarian,  and  Greek.  Many  are  polyglot  in  character,  and  ai'e 
printed  in  three,  four,  and  in  some  cases  five  different  languages. 

A  complete  index  has  been  prepared,  in  which  the  catalogues  are 
classified  both  as  regards  articles  of  manufacture  and  names  of 
manufacturers,  thus  rendering  identification  of  any  particular  cata¬ 
logue  a  simple  matter.

At  the  Council  Chamber,  Whitehall,  the  Mth  day  of  Ayril,  191G. 

By  the  Lords  of  His  Majesty’s  Most  Honourable 
J’rivy  Council. 

Whereas  it 'is  provided  by  Section  2  of  the  Customs  (Exportation 
IVohibition)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  or  Order  in  Council 
made  under  Section  8  of  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act,  1879, 
as  amended  by  the  Act  now  in  recital,  may,  whilst  a  state  of  war 
exists,  be  varied  or  added  to  by  an  Order  made  by  the  Lords  of  the 
Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trade: 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  by  Section  2  of  the  Customs  (Exporta¬ 
tion  Restriction)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  made  under 
Section  1  of  the  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  may,  whether  the 
Proclamation  was  made  before  or  after  the  passing  of  the  Act  now  in 
recital,  be  varied  or  added  to,  whilst  a  state  of  war  exists,  by  an 
Order  made  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Trade : 

And  whereas  by  a  Proclamation,  dated  the  28th  day  of  July,  1915, 
and  made  under  Section  8  of  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act, 
1879,  and  Section  1  of  the  Exportation  of  Anns  Act,  1900,  and 
Section  1  of  the  Customs  (Exportation  Prohibition)  Act,  1914,  the 
exportation  from  the  United  Kingdom  of  certain  articles  to  certain 
or  all  destinations  was  prohibited  : 

And  whereas  by  subsequent  Orders  of  Council  the  said  Proclama¬ 
tion  was  amended  and  added  to  in  certain  particulars  : 

And  whereas  there  was  this  day  read  at  the  Board  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  from  the  Board  of  Trade  to  the  following  eflect : — 

That  the  Proclamation,  dated  the  28th  day  of  July,  1915,  as 
amended  and  added  to  by  subsequent  Orders  of  Council,  should  be 
further  amended  by  making  the  following  amendments  in  and 
additions  to  the  same  :  — 

(1)  That  the  exportation  of  the  following  goods  should  be  pro¬ 
hibited  to  all  destinations  : — 

Pig  iron  of  all  descriptions ; 

Railway  material,  the  following: — 

Steel  rails ; 

Steel  sleepers ; 

Steel  springs; 

Steel  wheels  and  axles ; 

Shipbuilding  material,  the  following : — 

Boiler  tubes ; 

Condenser  tubes ; 

Steel  plates  and  sectional  materials  for  shipbuilding ; 

Soap  containing  more  than  one  per  cent,  of  glycerine ; 

Steel  in  bars,  angles,  rods  and  shapes  or  sections  ; 

Steel  blooms,  billets  and  slabs ; 

•Steel  bridge,  boiler  and  other  plates  not  under  ^  inch  thick ; 

Steel  girders,  beams,  joists  and  pillars  ; 
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Steel  in  pots ; 

Steel  tubes  of  all  descriptione ; 

Steel  wire,  except  barbed  and  galvanised  wire  (the  exportation 
of  which  remains  prohibited  to  all  destinations  al)road 
other  than  British  Possessions  and  Protectorates). 

(2)  That  the  exportation  of  the  following  goods  should  be  pro¬ 
hibited  to  all  destinations  abroad  other  than  British 
Possessions  and  Protectorates  : — 

Aluminium  sulphate  and  alumino-ferric  ; 

Files ; 

Lacs,  not  including  lac  dye ; 

Soap,  soft,  containing  one  per  cent,  and  less  of  gh'cerine ; 

(3)  That  the  exportation  of  the  following  goods  should  be  pro¬ 

hibited  to  all  foreign  countries  in  Eiiro|>e  and  on  the 
Mediterranean  and  Black  Seas,  other  than  France,  Russia, 
(except  through  Baltic  ports),  Italy,  Spain  and  I’ortugal: — 
Asphalt  and  solid  or  liquid  bitumen  ; 

Fishing  gear,  except  tackle  for  fishing  by  rod  and  line  ; 
I’etroleum  and  its  products  not  already  specifically  prohibited ; 
Soap,  hard,  containing  one  per  cent,  and  less  of  glycerine. 

Now,  therefore,  Their  Ix)rd8hips,  having  taken  the  said  recom¬ 
mendation  into  consideration,  are  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby 
ordered,  that  the  same  be  approved. 

Whereof  the  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty’s  Customs  and  Excise, 
the  Director  of  the  War  Trade  Department,  and  all  other  persons 
whom  it  may  concern,  are  to  take  notice  and  govern  themselves 
accordingly.

SHIPMENTS  TO  ARCHANGEL. 

The  Board  of  1'rade  are  informed  that  with  a  view  to  utilising  to 
the  fullest  possible  extent  the  resources  of  Archangel  and  White  Sea 
ports  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war,  the  Russian  Govern¬ 
ment  have  decided  to  prohibit,  except  under  special  permission,  the 
entry  into  those  ports  of  all  cargoes  not  destined  for  purposes  of 
national  defence. 

Manufacturers,  merchants  and  others  are  accordingly  invited  to 
transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  Internationale  de 
Kavitaillement,  India  House,  Kingsway,  London,  W.C.,  particulars  of 
all  goods  (including  goods  the  export  of  which  is  not  prohibited) 
which  they  desire  to  ship  to  Archangel  during  the  coming  season, 
giving  in  the  following  order  : — 

Nature  of  goods ; 

Quantity  ; 

Approximate  w’eight  and  measurements  ; 

Names  of  consignors  and  consignees  ; 

Approximate  value  ;  and 
Month  or  months  of  shipment. 

In  the  case  of  pnihibited  goods  for  the  export  of  which  sanction 
has  been  obtained  the  following  particulars  should  be  given : — 

(1)  Number  of  the  relative  Commission  Internationale  de 
Ravitail lenient  permit,  or 

(2)  Number  of  the  War  Trade  Department  licence. 

It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  the  supply  of  the  above- 
mentioned  jiarticulars  is  in  no  sense  a  guarantee  that  shipment  w'ill 
be  |)ermitted. 

Envelojies  should  be  marked  “  Archangel.” 
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EXPORTATION  OF  WOOLLEN  GOODS. 

1’he  Director  of  the  War  Trade  Department  draws  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  notice  issued  on  18th  December,  1915  (see  p.  811  of  the 
“  Hoard  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  23rd  Deceml>er,  1915)  relating  to  the 
export  of  woollen  goods  on  production  of  a  certificate  from  a  C,’haml)er 
of  Commerce  is  not  being  uniformly  carried  out  by  all  exporters. 

In  that  notice  it  was  pointed  out  that  khaki  "woollen  cloth  or 
worsted  cloth  or  a  mixture  thereof  with  any  other  fibre  was  prohibited 
except  under  licence  to  all  destinations;  and  that  cloth  of  all  kinds 
manufactured  of  wool  or  hair  except  khaki  cloth  was  similarly  pro¬ 
hibited  to  all  foreign  countries  in  Euro})e  and  on  the  Mediterranean 
and  Hlack  Seas  other  than  France,  lluesia  (except  through  Baltic 
ports),  Italy,  Spain  and  Portugal. 

In  the  case  of  consignments  of  woollen  or  w'orsted  or  hair  cloths 
other  than  khaki  cloth  to  non-prohibited  destinations,  shipment  will 
be  facilitated  if  the  consignments  are  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
from  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  it  does  not  contain  any  khaki 
cloth. 


EXPORTS  OF  WOOLLEN  OR  HAIR  CLOTH. 

Patterns  should  accompany  Applications  for  Licences. 

The  Director  of  the  War  Trade  Depaitment  desires  to  give  notice 
that  in  order  to  save  correspondence  and  delay  all  applications  for 
licences  for  the  export  of  cloth  of  wool  or  hair,  whether  mixed  with 
any  other  material  or  not,  sfiould  be  accompanied  by  patterns  of  the 
material  yiroposed  to  he  exported. 


DEFENCE  OF  THE  REALM:  NEW  REGULATIONS. 

An  Order-in-Conncil  dated  12th  April,  and  published  in  the 
second  Supplement  to  the  “  Ixjudon  Gazette  ”  of  11th  April,  further 
amends  the  Regulations  (called  the  “  Defence  of  the  Realm  (Consoli¬ 
dation)  Regulations,  1914”),  made  under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm 
Consolidation  Act,  1914,  for  securing  the  public  safety  and  the 
defence  of  the  Realm.  '1  he  Order-in-Councd  referred  to  above 
orders,  inter  aha,  the  following  amendments  in  the  Regulations  : — 

Home-Grown  Timber. 

1.  After  Regulation  2i{  the  following  Regulation  shall  be  in¬ 
serted  : — 

“  2c.  It  shall  lie  lawful  for  the  Army  Council  or  any  person 
duly  authorised  by  them — 

“  (a)  to  enter  on  any  land  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and 
marking  trees,  whether  standing  or  felled,  and  to  take  possession 
of  any  such  trees ; 

“  (b)  to  enter  ujxin  and  take  possession  of  land  or  buildings 
for  the  purpose  ot  felling  standing  trees,  converting  trees,  or 
storing  or  removing  felled  or  converted  trees,  or  tor  any  purpose 
connected  therewith,  and  to  fell,  convert,  store,  and  remove  any 
such  trees ; 
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“  (c)  to  enter  on  and  take  possession  of  any  land,  buildings  or 
premises,  and  to  take  possession  of  any  plant,  used  or  capable  of 
being  used  for  the  felling,  storing,  or  conversion  of  trees,  and  to 
take  possession  of  any  vehicles,  locomotives,  or  animals  required 
for  the  transport  of  trees  or  such  plant  as  aforesaid,  or  for  any 
purposes  in  connection  therewith  ; 

“  {d)  to  provide  housing  accommodation  for  workmen  em¬ 
ployed  for  any  such  purposes  as  aforesaid  by  taking  possession 
of  any  land  or  unoccupied  premises  ; 

“  (c)  to  utilise  any  water  supply  or  motive  power  available  for 
any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid.”

Certain  Metals,  &c.,  and  Scrap  Metals. 

3.  After  Regulation  30r  the  following  Regulation  shall  be  in¬ 
serted  : — 

“  30c.  Any  person  brought  before  a  court  of  summary  juris¬ 
diction  charged  with  having  in  his  possession  or  under  his 
custody  or  control  any  tungsten,  or  tungsten  ore  or  products 
therefrom,  high-speed  steel  or  scrap  therefrom,  molybdenum, 
vanadium,  cobalt,  nickel,  or  any  alloy  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  high-speed  steel,  or  any  other  metal  required  for  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  war  material  for  the  time  being  specified  in  an  order 
made  for  the  purpose  by  the  Admiralty  or  Army  Council  or  the 
Minister  of  Munitions,  which  may  be  reasonably  suspected  of 
being  stolen  or  unlawfully  obtained  or  acquired,  who  does  not 
give  an  account  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  how  he  came  by 
the  same,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  summary  offence  against  these 
regulations.” 

MAXIMUM  PRICES  FOR  CERTAIN  MATERIALS. 
Coke,  Bar  Iron,  Scotch  Bar  Iron,  Steel,  High  Speed  Tool  Steel,  and  Scrap. 

The  Ministry  of  Munitions  announces  that  the  question  of  the 
price  of  material  used  And  produced  in  the  iron  and  steel  industries 
has  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Minister  of  Munitions  for 
some  time  past ;  and,  after  consultation  with  the  representatives  of 
the  principal  trade  associations,  maximum  prices  for  various  products 
have  been  fixed  until  30th  June,  1916,  and  thereafter  until  further 
notice. 

The  makers  may  sell  for  delivery  after  30th  June,  1916,  on  the 
understanding  that  the  fixed  maximum  prices  ruling  on  the  1st  day 
of  any  month  during  the  period  of  the  contract  will  apply  to  all 
deliveries  made  during  that  month. 

These  maximum  prices  are  based  upon  the  abnormal  costs  and 
conditions  now  prevailing,  and  must  not  be  assumed  to  be  indicative 
of  an)’  difference  in  relative  values  which  may  have  obtained  in  the 
several  districts  before  the  war  and  may  obtain  again  after  the  war. 

This  intimation  must  not  be  taken  to  authorise  any  sale  or 
purchase  or  other  dealing  prohibited  under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm 
Regukations.

BRITISH  EXPORTS  TO  SWITZERLAND. 

Should  not  b«  Consigned  rid  Havre. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  744  of  the  “  Boanl  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  9th  March  relative  to  the  congestion  at  the  port  of  Havre, 
it  is  notified  that,  according  to  information  received  from  H.M. 
Embassy  in  I'aris,  under  date  2nd  April,  the  French  Authorities 
are  unable  to  arrange  to  forward  from  Havre  British  goods  destined 
for  Switzerland.  The  representative  in  Baris  of  the  “  Soci6t6  Suisse 
de  Surveillance  Economique  ”  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
shipment  of  such  goods  to  Havre  results  in  considerable  loss  to  Swiss 
imjxirters  inasmuch  as  the  goods  have  to  be  re-shipped  from  Havre 
to  another  French  port  where  they  can  be  entrained  for  Switzerland^

WARNING  TO  NEUTRAL  SHIPOWNERS. 

German  Coal  liable  to  Seizure  and  Detention. 

The  following  notice  has  been  issued  by  the  Fo?eign  Oflice : — 

In  order  to  avoid  misapprehension.  His  Majesty’s  Government 
desire  to  wa>n  neutral  shipowners  that  all  coal  of  German  origin, 
whether  cargo  or  bunkers,  carried  by  neutral  ships,  is  liable  to 
seizure  and  detention  in  the  same  manner  as  other  goods,  under  the 
Order-in-Council  of  11th  March,  1915. 

Masters  of  neutral  ships  will,  therefore,  in  future  be  well  advised 
to  ensure  that  the  coal  supplied  to  them  as  bunkeis  is  not  of  German 
origin,  and  to  provide  themselves  with  certificates  from  H.M.  Consu¬ 
lar  Officers  proving  that  the  V'unker  coal  canied  on  their  vessels  is 
supplied  with  the  consent  of  H.M,  Consul  at  the  port  of  bunkering. 


ARRANGEMENTS  WITH  AMERICAN  PACKING 
COMPANIES. 

H.M.  Oovemment  to  regulate  Shipments  to  Neutral  European  Countries. 

The  Foreign  Office  announce  that  after  prolonged  negotiations 
arrangements  have  been  arrived  at  with  Messrs.  Armour  and 
Company,  Swift,  and  Company,  Morris  and  Company,  The  G.  H. 
Hamm«»nd  Company,  the  Sulzl)erger  and  Sons  Company,  and  the 
Cudahy  Packing  Company,  in  connection  with  the  shipping  of 
pa<kiiig  house  products  from  the  United  States  of  America  to 
Neutral  European  countries. 

These  negotiations  commenced  more  than  a  year  ago  and  were 
broken  ofl  last  summer  as  satisfactory’  terras  of  settlement  could  not 
then  be  agreed  upon. 
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At  the  request  ot  the  above  Companies,  supported  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States  of  America,  tlie  negotiations  were 
re-opened  last  Januar}’  when  Mr.  Chandler  P.  Anderson,  late  legal 
adviser  to  the  American  State  Department,  and  Mr.  J^loyd  C.  Griscom, 
late  United  Spates  of  America  Ambassador  in  Rome,  came  to  this 
country  to  represent  the  above  Packers,  other  than  the  Cudahy 
Company  w'ho  were  represented  by  British  solicitors  ;  and  in  the 
result  terms  of  settlement  were  arranged. 

The  settlement  finally  disposes  of  the  claims  of  the  above 
companies  in  respect  of  all  goods  seized  and  detained  as  Prize.  The 
settlement,  however,  does  not  in  an)'  way  prejudice  the  decision  of 
Sir  Samuel  Evans,  given  last  September,  whereby  the  bulk  of  the 
cargoes  of  the  steamships  “  Kim  ”,  “  Fridland  ”,  “  Alfred  Nobel  ”  and 
“  Hjornsterne  Bjornson  ”  were  condemned  as  prize,  and  the  appeals 
by  the  Packers  to  the  IVivy  Council  in  these  cases  against  the  above 
decision  are  now  withdrawn.  The  whole  proceeds  of  these  goods  will 
therefore  remain  to  the  credit  of  the  Prize  P'und,  which  is  further 
augmented  by  a  substantial  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  other  Packers' 
goods  which  were  the  subject  of  proceedings  pending  in  the  JMze 
Court. 

The  settlement  further  provides  that  His  Majesty’s  Government,  in 
consider.ation  of  a  sum  of  money  paid  to  the  Packers,  shall  regulate 
the  entire  shipment  by  the  Packers  of  all  packing  house  products  to 
Nt*utral  European  countries  during  the  continuation  of  the  war. 
The  Government  consider  this  provision  to  be  of  importance. 


FOREIGN  GOVERNMENT  NOTICES 
AFFECTING  TRADE. 

EXPORTS  FROM  FINLAND 
TO  UNITED  KINGDOM  via  SCANDINAVIA. 

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Petrograd  (Mr.  H.  Cooke)  reports 
that,  according  to  the  “  Torgovo  Promy8hlenn.aya  Gazeta  ”  of  1  lth/24th 
March,  the  Imperial  Finnish  Senate  has  confirmed  the  conditions  for 
through  goods  traffic  between  Finland  and  the  United  Kingdom,  vid 
Scandinavia.  Under  these  conditions  the  reception  of  goods  for  export 
from  Finland  to  the  United  Kingdom  takes  place  at  the  following 
Finnish  railway  stations: — Abo,  Raumo,  Mantiluoto,  Nikolaistad, 
Gamakarleby,  Uleaborg,  Kemi  and  Torneo,  through  the  medium  of 
local  agents  of  the  Finnish  State  Railways.  Goods  may  be  addressed 
to  the  following  United  Kingdom  ports  only  : — London,  Hull,  New¬ 
castle,  Belfast,  and  Leith.  The  conditions  contain  detailed  indications 
as  to  the  procedure  for  the  reception  and  despatch  of  goods  to  their 
destination. 

[N.B. — The  foregoing  refers  to  the  despatch  of  goods  from  Finland 
itself,  and  not  from  Russia  vid  Finland.]  (0.  i:j,825.) 
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ENEMY  FIRMS  SEQUESTERED  IN  FRANCE. 

The  issue  of  the  “Journal  Officiel”  (Paris)  of  27th  March  publishes 
further  lists,  in  extension  of  the  series  previously  published,  of  the 
names  of  (lerman,  Austrian  or  Hungarian  firms  in  France  whose 
goods  have  been  sequestered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Decree  of 
27th  September,  1914,  together  with  the  name  of  the  administrator 
appointed  in  each  case. 

These  further  lists  refer  to  firms  in  the  following,  amongst  other, 
towns : — Marseilles,  Bordeaux,  Dijon,  Lyons,  Montpellier,  Nancy, 
Nice,  and  Toul.

ITALIAN  DECLARATION  OF  CONTRABAND 
OF  WAR. 

The  “Gazzetta  Ufliciale”  (Rome)  of  Kith  March  publishes  a  Decree, 
dated  27th  February,  revising  the  lists  of  absolute  and  conditional 
contraband  of  war.  The  revised  lists  are  identical  with  those  for  the 
United  Kingdom  published  on  pp.  227-9  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  27th  January,  as  amended  by  the  Proclamation  published 
on  p.  307  of  the  “Journal”  of  3rd  February.  (C.  ii,845.) 


STATE  CONTROL  OF  SCRAP  METALS  IN  ITALY. 

H.M.  Kmbassy  at  Rome  rejwrts  the  publication  of  an  Italian 
Decree,  dated  23rd  March,  prohibiting  for  the  duration  of  the  war  all 
contracts,  except  with  the  State  Military  Administrations,  for  the  sale 
of  scrap  (“  rottami  o  torniture  ”)  iron,  steel,  cast  iron,  copper,  bronze, 
brass,  lea^  and  aluminium.  Contracts  already  concluded  are  cancelled, 
without  right  to  compensation,  in  so  far  as  concerns  scrap  iron,  he.  not 
delivered  by  the  date  of  the  publication  of  the  Decree  (diet  March). 

(C.  12,603.) 


PARCEL  POST,  Ac.  ARRANGEMENTS  IN  MOROCCO. 

H.M.  Agent  and  Consul-General  at  Tangier  (Mr.  11.  K.  White, 
C.M.G.)  reports  a  recent  official  announcement  of  the  establishment 
of  a  parcel  post  ser\’ice  between  the  French  Zone  of  .Morocco  and 
France,  (’orsica,  Algeria,  'Punis,  French  Colonies  and  Protectorates, 
and  foreign  countries  which  are  parties  to  the  International  Conven¬ 
tion  of  Rome  of  26th  May,  1906. 

A  system  of  telegraphic  money  orders  between  the  post  offices  of 
the  French  Zone  and  those  of  France  and  Algeria  and  the  French 
post  office  at  Tangier  has  also  been  introduced.  (C.  12,705.) 
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CANADA  (Western  Provinces). — II. M.  Trade  Commissioner  for 
Canada  (Mr.  C  Hamilton  Wickes)  reports,  under  date  ^Ist  March, 
the  receipt  by  him  of  the  following  information  from  a  reliable 
source : — 

(Jonditions  at  present  prevailing  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan, 
Alberta  and  Eastern  FIritish  Columbia  show  considerable  improve¬ 
ment.  Much  grain  has  yet  to  be  moved,  and  it  is  thought  that  the 
railways  will  be  carrying  grain  East  until  about  August  of  this  year. 
Much  of  the  grain  has  been  lying  in  the  open  and  some  damage  may 
result. 

With  the  immense  falls  of  snow  over  the  whole  of  the  above- 
mentioned  territory,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  considerable  fallowing 
took  place  last  year,  prospects  for  a  big  crop  tliis  year  are  promising 
if  weather  conditions  are  satisfactory  and  the  critical  June  rains 
are  received. 

Lumber  mills  in  British  Columbia,  which  have  been  closed  for 
some  two  years,  are  now  operating,  there  having  been  a  keen 
demand  from  the  plains,  which  has  started  ('onsiderable  cutting  in  the 
lumber  camps.  In  travelling  through  the  prairies,  evidence  can  be 
seen  as  to  where  the  lumber  activity  arises,  for  farmers  are  building 
homes,  outhouses,  and  barns,  as  well  as  doing  considerable  fencing. 

Mining  is  extremely  busy  and  coal  mines  at  Fernie  and  elsewhere 
are  being  w'orked  to  their  utmost  capacity.  In  fact,  conditions  are  so 
satisfactory  that  the  Hosmor  mines,  which  were  closed  down  last  year, 
are  being  re-opened  and  coke  furnaces  have  already  been  started.  The 
partial  stoppage  of  railway  traffic  resulting  from  severe  weather  was  a 
drawba<'k  to  production  as  it  was  impossible  to  move  the  products  of 
the  mines,  but  this  condition  no  longer  exists.  The  greatest  activity  in 
the  Rockies  is  apparently  centralised  around  Tr.ail,  and  it  is  stated  b}’^ 
those  familiar  with  the  conditions  that  never  loefore  have  the  mines 
of  British  Columliia  been  so  prosperous. 

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  vast  resources  of  Northern  Alberta, 
particularly  in  the  Peace  River  district,  where  so  much  railway  con¬ 
struction  is  now  proceeding.  From  an  agricultural  standpoint, 
it  may  be  noted  that  wheat  is  grown  in  Northern  Alnerta  in  large 
quantities  and  is  ready  for  harvest  earlier  than  in  other  sections  of 
the  West.  In  regard  to  mineral  deposits,  many  mining  properties 
are  now  being  developed.  (C.I.B.  14,7»0.)

MOROCCO. — The  Acting  British  Consul  at  Casablanca  (Mr.  H.  L. 
Rabino)  has  forwarded  an  extract  from  the  local  press  relative  to 
German  trade  methods  in  Morocco  prior  to  the  outbieak  of  the  war, 
from  which  the  following  translation  has  been  made : — 

In  trading  with  Morocco  it  is  of  first  importance  to  advertise  those 
articles  of  which  the  natives  have  the  greatest  need.  Exporters  who 
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wish  to  do  business  must  give  an  exact  description  of  the  goods 
they  wish  to  sell  and  this  can  be  done  only  by  effective  advertise¬ 
ment.  The  one  really  effective  means  of  publicity  is  by  catalogues, 
which  should  as  far  as  possible  fulfil  the  following  conditions,  viz. — 
They  should  be  clearly  illustrated  and  should  show  precisely  the 
terms  of  sale,  delivery  and  credit ;  they  should  contain  an  Arabic 
translation ;  and  each  kind  of  article  should  be  catalogued  separately. 
Bulky  catalogues  showing  thousands  of  articles,  in  which  it  is 
sometimes  necessary  to  make  laborious  researches,  tire  the  natives 
and  discourage  them.  In  this  respect  German  catalogues  were  much 
to  be  preferred  to  the  French  ;  except  for  the  Arabic  translation,  they 
fulfilled  perfectly  the  above  conditions  and  it  should  not  be  difficult  to 
imitate  and  even  to  surpass  them. 

Hut  advertising  by  means  of  catalogues  only  is  not  sufficient. 
The  catalogues  should  be  supplemented  by  circulars  printed  in 
French  and  Arabic,  by  typewritten  letters,  and  by  free  samples,  care¬ 
fully  marked  with  the  precise  name  and  characteristics  ot  the  goods. 

It  is  usual  in  the  German  trade  in  piece-goods  to  paste  on  to  each 
piece  of  stuff  delivered  an  illuminated  tab,  bearing  in  Arabic  or 
Hebrew,  the  name  and  address  of  the  customer.  Occasion  illy  this 
tab  is  replaced  by  the  name  of  the  customer,  worked  in  white  thread 
in  the  selvedge  of  the  material.  Often,  again,  in  the  folds  of  a  piece 
of  material  German  firms  insert  a  long  band  of  pajier  marked 
off  in  yards  and  inches  in  such  a  manner  that  in  unfolding  and 
cutting  up  the  material  a  salesman  always  knows  the  length  of  what 
is  left. 

The  profuse  inscription  of  the  name  and  address  of  the  native  im¬ 
porter,  w'hether  on  the  articles  themselves  (dials  of  watches  and  clocks, 
knives,  razors  and  scissors,  perfume  bottles,  soaps,  ironmonoery, 
fancy  goods  and  piece-goods)  or  on  the  packing,  all  please  and  help 
to  retain  the  goodwill  of  customers.  (C.I.B.  15,096.) 

PERSIA. — H.M.  Legation  at  Teheran  reports  that  during  the  year 
ended  20th  March,  1915,  the  trade  of  Persia  w’ith  foreign  countries 
amounted  to  £16,279,000,  as  compared  with  £20,054',G00  in  the 
twelve  months  ended  20th  March,  1914,  a  decrease  of  nearly  19 
per  cent.  Of  the  total  trade  in  1914-15,  imports  amminted  to 
£9.078,600,  or  nearly  56  per  cent.,  and  the  ex}K)rts  to  £7. 201. 00* »,  or 
a  little  over  44  per  crnt.  As  compared  with  the  previous  twelve 
months,  imports  showed  a  decrease  of  £2,688,000  and  exports  a 
decrease  of  £1,087,000. 

Of  the  countries  trading  with  Persia,  Russia  heatled  the  list  in 
1914-15  as  regards  both  imports  and  exports.  Persia  exported  to 
Russia  goods  to  the  value  of  £4,772.000  and  imported  from  Russia 
goods  to  the  value  of  £5.093,000,  making  a  total  of  £t^  865.O00  or 
almost  61  per  cent,  of  the  entire  foreign  trade  f>f  Persia.  Never¬ 
theless,  this  total  was  £2,098.000  less  than  in  the  corresponding 
period  in  1913-14.  It  is  pointed  out,  how’ever,  that  these  figures  do 
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not  really  give  an  accurate  estimate  of  Russo- Persian  trade ;  for 
example,  a  large  quantity  of  tea  enters  Persia  as  being  of  Russian 
origin,  whereas  in  reality  it  is  Indian  tea  imported  vid  Batoum ; 
again,  a  considerable  proportion  of  exports  from  Persia,  although 
declared  as  destined  for  Russia,  are  in  reality  destined  for  other 
countries. 

In  1914-15  the  British  Empire  continued  to  occupy  the  second 
place  among  the  countries  engaged  in  trade  with  Persia.  The  British 
Empire  supplied  Persia  with  £2,692,000  worth  of  goods,  or  nearly  30 
per  cent  of  the  total  imports,  and  received  from  Persia  goods  to  the 
value  of  £1,606,000,  or  22  per  cent,  of  the  total  exports.  The  marked 
difference  between  the  amount  of  trade  done  with  Persia  by  the 
British  Empire  and  that  done  by  Russia  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  the  northern  Provinces  of  Persia,  which  are  the  richest, 
export  to  Russia,  while  the  southern  Provinces,  which  export  to  the 
British  Empire,  are  the  poorest.  The  important  exports  from  Persia 
to  the  British  Empire  are  grain  and  dates  from  Arabistan,  carpets 
from  Kerman,  gums,  pearls,  wool,  skins,  opium,  tobacco,  and  oil  from 
the  Anglo-Persian  oil  fields. 

German  trade  ranked  third  with  a  total  of  £349,000,  a  decrease  of 
£256,700  on  the  preceding  twelve  months.  German  trade  would 
probably  have  figured  more  largely  were  it  not  that  a  large  quantity 
of  German  goods  imported  into  Persia  were  included  under  Turkish 
imports.  Tlie  war  has  seriously  affected  German  trade  with  Persia, 
and  particularly  the  grain  trade  through  Hamburg. 

France  continued  to  occupy  fifth  place  with  a  total  trade  of 
£222,000,  a  decrease  of  £218,000  on  the  preceding  twelve  months. 
This  decrease  was  principally  due  to  smaller  imports  from  France  of 
sugar,  tissues  of  all  kinds,  motor  cars,  and  wine  and  liqueurs. 

The  position  of  Italy  in  the  list  of  countries  trading  with  Persia 
fell  from  sixth  in  1913-14  to  twelfth  in  1914-15.  This  was  almost 
entirely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  export  of  raw  silk  from  Persia  to 
Italy  became  impossible  by  the  closing  of  the  Dardanelles. 

During  the  period  under  review  exchange  rates  fluctuated  between 
55‘75  krans  per  £  sterling  in  April,  1914,  and  62  krans  per 
£  sterling  in  March,  1915,  rising  as  high  as  68'5  krans  in  December, 
1914.  The  market  was  greatly  affected  by  the  sudden  rise  in  Russian 
exchange  on  London  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  and  for  a  consider¬ 
able  period  transfers  from  Petrograd  to  Ijondon  were  unobtainable. 
There  followed  a  complete  cessation  of  exports  to  Russia ;  on  the 
other  hand  buyers  of  exchange  for  the  import  of  Manchester  goods 
and  tea  were  plentiful.  It  was  only  at  the  end  of  1914  that  exports 
to  Russia  were  resumed  on  a  small  scale.  (C.I.B.  14,276.>

to  visit  the  United  Kingdom  officially  from  time  to  time,  so  that 
manufacturers  and  merchants  may  have  the  opportunity  of  consulting 
them  on  any  matters  connect.ed  with  their  business,  or  of  obtaining 
information  as  to  the  possibilities  of  extending  their  trade,  H.M. 
Trade  Commissioner  for  Australia  (Mr.  G.  T.  Milne)  is  now  in  this 
country,  and  has  interviewed  a  number  of  firms  at  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  He  will  immediately  commence  to  visit  those  trade 
and  industrial  centres  in  the  Provinces  which  have  been  decided  upon 
as  most  advantageous  to  visit  in  view  of  the  applications  that  have 
been  received  from  firms  in  or  near  those  centres,  and  from 
Chambers  of  Commerce. 

The  itinerary  of  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner’s  tour,  the  arrangements 
for  which  have  been  completed,  includes  Bristol,  Newport  (Mon.), 
Cardiff,  Birmingham,  Wolverhampton,  Walsall,  Coventry,  Leicester, 
Nottingham,  Derby,  Stoke-on-Trent,  Dublin,  Liverpool,  Manchester, 
Sheffield,  Huddersfield,  Leeds,  Bradford,  Newcastle,  Edinburgh, 
Dundee,  Dunfermline  and  Glasgow  in  the  order  named.

It  would  also  be  in  their  interest  to  state 
whether  they  have  already  succeeded  in  obtaining  any  trade  in  the 
countries  in  question,  whether  they  are  represented  by  agents  there, 
and  if  so  by  whom,  and  whether  they  are  satisfied  with  their  repre¬ 
sentation. 

Applicants  for  information  may  apply  direct  to  H.M.  Trade  Com¬ 
missioners  and  the  Imperial  Trade  Correspondents  in  the  Dominions, 
the  correspondents  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the

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LA130UE  MARKET  IN  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM  IN 

MARCH. 

According  to  tlie  April  issue  of  the  “Board  of  Trade  Labour 
Gazette,”*  the  general  high  level  of  employment  of  recent  months 
was  fully  maintained  in  March,  and  notwithstanding  the  increas¬ 
ing  introduction  of  women  into  industry,  the  shortage  of  labour 
became  still  moie  acute. 

In  the  coal  mining  industry  employment  continued  very  good; 
at  shale  mines  it  was  also  very  good;  at  iron  mines  employment 
declined  slightly,  but  was  still  good ;  it  was  good  at  lead  mines, 
and  fair  at  tin  mines.  In  the  quarrying  industry  employment  was 
fair  generally  except  at  the  North  Wales  slate  quarries,  where, 
however,  there  was  a  slight  improvement. 

Employment  in  the  pig  iron  industry  was  good,  but  there  was 
still  a  difficulty  in  obtaining  raw  materials.  At  iron  and  steel 
works  employment  was  very  good,  with  overtime  in  some  districts. 
The  engineering  trades  were  very  busy  with  much  overtime,  and 
the  shipbuilding  trades  also  continued  to  work  at  high  pressure. 
The  tinplate  and  steel  sheet  trades  showed  little  change,  but  most 
of  the  other  metal  trades  were  very  active  and  much  overtime  was 
worked. 

In  the  cotton  trade  shortage  of  labour  caused  some  stoppage  of 
machinery  in  the  spinning  section,  but  employment  was  fairly 
good ;  in  the  weaving  section  there  was  some  slackness.  Employ¬ 
ment  continued  brisk  in  the  woollen  trades,  and  activity  also 
prevailed  in  the  worsted  and  hosiery  industries.  In  the  linen 
industry  employment  was  quiet  generally  in  Ireland  and  good  in 
Scotland:  it  was  also  good  in  the  jute  trade.  Em])loyment  in  the 
bleaching  trade  was  fair,  and  in  the  dyeing  industry  good ;  with 
calico  printers  it  continued  irregular  in  England  and  fair  in 
Scotland.  Employment  in  the  lace  trade  improved,  and  was  good 
generally;  in  the  silk  and  carpet  trades  it  continued  fairly  good. 

Emjdoyment  in  the  boot  and  shoe  trades  continued  very  good, 
though  some  temporary  dislocation  was  caused  by  shortage  of 
labour;  the  leather  trades  were  well  em])loyed,  and  overtime  was 
worked  in  certain  districts;  it  was  quiet,  however,  in  some  branches 
of  the  saddlery  and  harness  trades.  The  bespoke  tailoring  trade 
showed  a  decline,  and  employment  was  slack ;  in  the  ready-made 
branch  it  was  fairly  good.  In  millinery  and  dressmaking  employ¬ 
ment  continued  fair  with  retail  firms  in  London;  with  court  and 
private  dressmakers  it  improved,  but  was  still  only  moderate. 
Employment  was  good  in  the  corset  trade,  and  fairly  good  on  the 
whole  in  the  wholesale  mantle,  costume  and  blouse  trades,  and  in 
the  shirt  and  collar  trades.  Emploj’inent  was  moderate  in  the  felt 
hat  trade,  and  bad  in  the  silk  hat  trade. 

In  the  building  trades  employment  on  private  work  remained 
quiet,  but  owing  to  the  transfer  of  many  men  to  non-building 
occupations,  those  remaining  were  generally  well  employed. 
Brickmaking  showed  a  general  decline,  but  employment  in  the

cement  industry  was  good  generally,  with  a  shortage  of  labour 
and  much  overtime.  In  the  furnisning  trades  employment  con¬ 
tinued  fairly  good  on  the  whole;  in  the  woodworking  trades  it  was 
good  generally. 

In  the  printing  trades  employment  was  fairly  good;  in  the 
bookbinding  trades  it  was  good,  and  much  overtime  w’as  worked, 
especially  in  London;  in  the  paper  trades  it  also  remained  good. 
A  shortage  of  labour  was  general  to  all  three  trades. 

The  glass  trade  continued  well  employed;  the  pottery  trade 
showed  a  further  improvement,  and  employment  was  good.  In 
the  food  ])reparation  trades  it  was  very  good  generally.  Agricul- 
tur.tl  o|)erations  were  greatly  delayed  by  wet  and  stormy  weather, 
and  consequently  the  general  deficiency  of  labour  was  not  so  much 
felt. 

With  dock  labourers  employment  was  fair  generally,  but  showed 
a  decline.  The  supply  of  seamen  for  mercantile  ships  was  reported 
as  equal  to  the  demand  at  nearly  all  ports. 

Compared  with  March,  1915,  there  was  a  marked  decline  in  the 
number  of  workpeople  unemployed. 


PKKING  GOVERNMENT  UNIVERSITY. 

Equipment  desired  for  School  of  Engineering. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  pp.  219-20  of  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal”  of  23rd  July,  1914,  relative  to  the  desire 
of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Chinese  Government  University  at 
Peking  to  obtain  samples  and  models  of  engineering  products 
of  United  Kingdom  manufacture,  it  is  notified  that  a  well-knowm 
Ix)ndon  firm  of  consulting  engineers  has  l>een  appointed  to  the 
office  of  Honorary  Consulting  Engineers  to  the  University,  with  a 
view  to  co-ordinating  the  equipment  of  the  engineering  school.  The 
firm  referred  to(  which  holds  a  similar  appointment  with  the  Hong  Kong 
UniN’ersity)  has  been  instructed  to  prepare  plans  of  the  school  of 
engineering,  the  equipment  of  w’hich  is  to  be  proceeded  wuth  ;  a  list 
of  the  apparatus  required  is  being  prepared,  and  the  firm  desires  to 
get  into  communication  with  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  who 
would  be  willing  to  present  the  necessary  apparatus  either  free  of 
charge,  or  on  specially  favourable  terms. 

The  advantages  which  may  be  gained  to  British  trade  through 
Chinese  students  learning  from  samples  and  models  of  British  make 
are  obvious.

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TKADK  OF  THE  STRAITS  SETTLEMENTS  IN  1915. 

Imports  of  “Competitive”  Merchandise. 

The  Regii-trar  of  Imports  and  Exports  at  Sinfrapore  (the  Board  ?of 
Trade  Correspondent  for  the  Straits  Settlements)  has  furnished  the 
following  statistics  of  the  import  trade  of  the  Colony  in  1915: — 

The  value  ot  the  import  trade  during  1915  into  the  Colony  of  the 
Straits  Settlements,  which  comprises  Singaj:x>re,  Penang,  Malacca, 
Christmas  Island  and  Labuan,  was  £51,087,000,  an  increase  over  the 
1914  figures  of  £5,877,000  and  a  decrease  of  £4,900,000  as  compared 
with  those  for  1913.  Imports  of  goods  from  the  United  Kingdom 
represented  a  value  of  £4,263,000,  a  decline  of  nearly  8  per  cent,  as 
compared  with  1914;  imports  from  the  Continent  of  Europe  were 
valued  at  £1,415,000,  a  decrease  of  84  per  cent. ;  those  from  the 
United  States  amounted  to  £830,000  in  value,  an  increase  of 
£240,000,  while  Japanese  imports  were  valued  at  £1,740,000,  being 
£330,000  more  than  in  1914. 

The  following  table  shows  the  values  of  the  principal  “  competitive,” 
merchandise  imported  into  the  Straits  Settlements  in  1915  from  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Continent  of  Europe,  Japan,  and  the  United 
States  of  America : —

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MINERAL  OIL  INDUSTRY  OF  THE  CAUCASUS  IN  1915. 

The  Rritish  Vice-Consul  at  Haku  (Mr.  A.  E.  R.  McDonell)  reports 
that  the  production  of  mineral  oil  in  tlie  llaku  fields,  including 
Surachani,  Reuagadi  and  Holy  Island,  increased  from  557,000,000 
ponds  in  1914  to  5/d,000,000  ponds  in  1915,  but  in  making  this 
comparison  it  must  l)e  remembered  that  in  1914  the  industry  suffered 
from  a  two  months’  stoppage  owing  to  strikes.  The  yield  of  the 
Haku  Jind  Hibie  Eybat  fields  in  1915  was  the  lowest  fw  twenty  years, 
with  the  exception  of  1914.  During  1915.  the  monthly  production 
of  these  fields  sleadil}’  decreased  ;  the  average  daily  production  during 
January  was*  1,0**0,000  pouds,  but  in  December  the  average  daily 
production  ha«i  fallen  to  890,000  pouds. 

The  production  on  the  Surachani  fields  showed  an  increase  of 
9,0OU,OOO  pouds,  but  of  the  total  production  of  <>0,000,000  pouds  from 
'this  field  some  20,00* », 000  pouds  were  received  from  spouters.  The 
Henagsuli  field  also  showed  a  slight  increase.  The  production  from 
Holy  Island  decrt-ased  by  2,000,000  pouds. 

As  rt'gards  the  outlying  fields  the  production  of  the  Grozni  fields 
decreased  by  nearly  10,000,000  pouds,  while  the  Maikop  field,  owing 
to  a  large  and  continuous  spouter,  more  than  doubled  its  production. 
It  should  be  remarked  that  only  where  spouters  have  been  brought  in 
is  there  an  increase  in  production.  The  general  falling-ofl’  in  pro¬ 
ductiveness  is  undoubtedly  attributable  to  the  fact  that  much  less 
drilling  has  been  done  and  no  new  lands  on  the  Halachani  and  Hibie 
Eybat  fields  have  been  opened  up. 

Drilling. 

The  smaller  drilling  programme  in  1915  is  accounted  for  by  the 
high  pi  ices  of  materials,  the  increased  difficulty  in  obtaining 
necessary  supplies,  the  increase  in  the  price  of  labour,  and  the  greatly 
increased  prices  asked  by  the  drilling  contractors.  On  the  Halachani 
fields  329,035  feet  were  drilled  in  1915,  as  compared  with  357,600  feet 
in  1914,  and  450,000  feet  in  1913.  The  number  of  wells  started  was 
176,  and  out  of  these  154  were  completed,  as  compared  with  325 
started  and  231  completed  in  1913.  At  Grozni  only  24,000  feet  were 
drilled  in  1915  as  compared  with  39,500  feet  during  the  preceding 
year.  It  is  considered  that  this  decrease  in  the  drilling  activity  will 
have  a  very  harmful  effect  on  production  in  the  current  year. 

Reflniag  and  Exports. 

Owing  to  the  complete  cessation  of  exports  abroad  of  refined 
products,  a  much  smaller  quantity  of  lubricating  oil  has  been  manu¬ 
factured  and  there  has  been  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  output  of 
residuum  for  liquid  fuel.  The  average  refiner  now  reckons  to  produce 
at  least  9  per  cent,  more  residuum  than  is  usual,  thus  compensating 
to  a  certain  extent  for  the  40,000,000  pouds  of  product  which  could 
not  be  exported. 

There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  demand  for  liquid  fuel  in 
Russia,  owing  mainly  to  the  shortage  of  coal  and  w’ood.  The  pro¬ 
duction  of  coal  from  the  Donetz  Basin  in  1915  was  some  60,000,000 
pouds  less  than  in  1914,  and,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  transport, 
some  69,000,000  pouds  less  of  coal  were  delivered ;  shipping,  however, 
used  three  times  as  much  coal  and  the  railways  consumed  an  extra 
65,000,000  pouds.  This  has  left  very  little  coal  on  the  market  for 
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the  private  consumer  and,  consequent!}’,  there  was  an  increased 
demand  for  liquid  fuel.  Liquid  fuel  has  the  advantage  of  being 
easily  handled,  can  be  transported  on  the  waterways,  and  by  rail  in 
special  wagons  or  cisterns,  whereas  every  available  truck  or  wagon 
that  could  transport  coal  or  wood  is  required  for  military  purposes  or 
provisioning  towns. 

Prices. 

Owing  to  strikes  in  1914  the  price  of  crude  oil  at  the  outbreak  of 
war  was  about  43  copecks  per  poud,  but  prices  fell  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  and  1915  opened  with  quotations  at  29  and  30  copecks 
per  poud.  Prices  then  commenced  to  advance  and  continued 
rising  until,  in  March,  1915,  42  copecks  was  reached.  This  rise  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  was  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  production, 
but,  when  navigation  opened,  and  the  increased  demand  was  felt, 
prices  rose  rapidly  to  54  copecks.  At  the  close  of  navigation  prices 
again  went  back  to  44  copecks  and  in  December  the  question  of 
Government  control  and  the  fi.xation  of  prices  for  crude  oil  at  40 
copecks  was  much  talked  about.  After  this,  market  rates  advanced 
by  leaps  and  bounds  until  towards  the  end  of  December  nearly  60 
copecks  was  reached. 

Stocks. 

The  stocks  of  licjuid  fuel  in  the  depots  in  Russia  were  reported 
at  the  closing  of  navigation  to  be  190,000,000  pouds,  or  about 
42,000,000  pouds  in  excess  of  the  usual  quantit5\  It  is  not  expected, 
however,  that  at  the  opening  of  navigation  any  great  increase  of  stock 
will  take  place,  owing  to  the  increased  demand  for  oil  throughout  the 
winter.  (C.I.B.  14,186.)

PROTECTORATE  OF  SOUTH-WEST  AFRICA. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  South  Africa  (Mr.  W.  G.  Wickham) 
calls  attention  to  a  publication  recently  issued  by 
Mineral  Deposits,  the  Union  Government  relative  to  the  mineral 
resources  of  “  German  ”  South  West  Africa,  from 
which  it  appears  that  copper  deposits  have  been  opened  up  at  quite  a 
number  of  widely-separated  localities.  After  diamond  mining,  copper 
mining  is  the  most  important  industry  of  the  Protectorate.  The 
asbestos  deposits  are  of  no  importance.  There  is  an  abundance  of

good  huildintf-stone,  although  no  large  quarries  have  been 
opened  up.  No  workable  seams  of  coal  have  .been  discovered  in 
the  country,  neither  has  any  workable  occurrence  of  [jold  been 
located. 

No  diamonds  have  been  found  more  than  15  miles  from  the  coast, 
which  makes  it  appear  that  the  deposits  are  in  some  way  related  to  the 
sea.  It  is  to  be  inferred  that  the  South-West  Africa  diamonds  have 
been  derived  from  primary  deposits  that  lie  buried  beneath  the  sea 
somewhere  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  evidently  to  the  south  of 
Pomona.

248,777,000  lbs.,  and  the  total  production  of  pulled  wool  was 
40,000,000  lbs.,  making  an  aggregate  production  of  raw  wool 
of  288,777,000  lbs.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1914  were : 
247,192,000  11)8.,  43,000,000  lbs.,  and  290,192,000  lbs.  respectively. 

The  average  shrinkage  of  sheared  wool  in  1915  was  58'5  per  cent., 
making  the  scoured  equivalent  103,187,690  lbs.  The  average 
shrinkage  of  pulled  wool,  from  the  brushed  to  the  scoured  state,  was 
28  per  cent.,  making  the  scoured  equivalent  28,000,000  lbs.,  so  that 
of  the  aggregate  production  of  raw  wool  the  scoured  equivalent  was 
131,987,960  lbs.  as  compared  with  131,840,680,lbs.  in  1914. 

'Phus.  in  1915,  the  aggregate  wool  production  of  the  United 
States  on  the  raw  wool  basis  was  1,415,000  lbs.  less  than  in  1914, 
but  on  the  scoui*ed  basis  it  was  147,280  lbs.  more.  These  figures 
have  caused  surprise  in  the  wool  trade,  where  a  considerable  reduction 
in  the  quantity  produced  in  1915  was  anticipated.

Development  of 
Peanut 
(Groundnut) 
Crushing 
Industry  in  Texas. 


H.M.  Consul  at  Galveston  ( Mr.  A.  J.  Ogston)  reports  that  the  crushing 
of  peanuts  (groundnuts)  in  Texas  promises  to 
develop  into  a  large  industry. 

The  peanut  appears  to  be  rich  in  protein,  being 
about  3  per  cent,  richer  than  cotton  seed,  and 
should  be  of  the  greatest  value  for  cattle  fodder, 
offering  as  it  does  a  good  and  nourishing  cake, 
independent  of  the  success  or  failure  of  the  cotton  crop. 

At  the  Industrial  Congress  at  Houston,  Texas,  a  speaker,  who  had 
been  enquiring  into  the  jjossibilities  of  the  new  industry,  stated  that 
he  had  learned  of  a  market  for  750,000  bushels.  Last  year’s  marketed 
product  was  40,000  bushels.  Forty  mills  are  preparing  to  deal  with 
the  1916  crop,  and  one  oil  mill  is  stated  to  have  obtained  22,000  gals, 
of  oil  from  400  tons  of  nuts  of  the  1915  crop. 

The  chief  difficulty,  adds  H.M.  Consul,  which  the  industry  has  to 
face,  and  one  which  can  only  be  overcome  by  time,  is  to  persuade  the 
feeders  to  use  peanut  meal,  as  they  prefer  to  continue  using  cotton 
seed  meal.  When  this  conservatism  is  overcome  there  will  in  all 
probability  be  a  great  future  for  the  trade  in  products  of  the  peanut.

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERCIA. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Chicago  (Mr.  H.  D,  Nugent)  calls  attention 
j  T  *11  article  appearing  in  “  Dun’s  Review  ”  (New 

Market ^  York)  of  12th  February,  from  which  it  app-*ars 
that,  the  shoe  trade  in  the  United  States  continues 
very  active  for  practically  all  descriptions  of  footwear.  Manufac¬ 
turers  have  enough  orders  on  their  books  to  keep  their  plants  running 
to  full  capacity  for  some  months  to  come.  With  leather  values  and 
the  cost  of  other  supplies  increasing,  producers  are  naturally  securing 
higher  prices  for  shoes.  Calf  leather  and  glazed  kid  are  very  popular 
for  women’s  footwear,  while  in  men’s  high  grade  footwear  it  is 
estimated  that  80  per  cent,  of  the  demand  is  for  tan  and  black  calf¬ 
skin  shoes. 

In  some  kinds  of  leather  used  for  purposes  other  than  shoe-making 
business  is  rather  unsatisfactory  and  prices  are  weakening.  Tanners 
have  been  steadily  accumulating  all  kinds  of  splits  and  now,  owing  to 
the  very  slack  demand,  they  are  unable  to  dispose  of  their  heavy 
holdings,  even  at  material  reductions  from  previous  quotations* 
Harness  leather  business  is  slow,  as  also  is  trade  in  collar  and  strap 
leather.  There  is  a  brisk  market,  however,  for  belting  leather,  both 
in  the  rough  and  curried  states.  (G.l.B.  9,675)

Samples  of  foreign  competitive  goods  and  commercial  products 
which  are  received  from  abroad  from  time  to  time  are  exhibited  at 
the  offices  of  the  Branch. 

The  samples  collected  since  the  war  began  of  goods  of  German  and 
Austrian  manufacture,  which  have  been  sold  in  British  markets 
abroad  and  certain  foreign  markets,  were  recently  exhibited  at 
Sheffield  ;  they  will  shortly  be  exhibited  at  Dublin.  See  notices

— Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  w’hich  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  w  hich  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  dow  n  in  ( 
previous  decision,  are  not  published.
